Standing 
on the gleaming sawdust alongside a cheap re- 
frizerator, with a five-cent cigar at a proper 
Fourth Ward angle in the corner of his mouth, 
his hands in his pockeis, his eyes turned joyously 
towards the pile of small change = 
the shelf behind the bar, and his white 
felt hat tilted back so as to lift the shadow from 
his blonde imperial, the O'Malley is a picture of 
‘“inflooence” that all Collins street could look wor- 
shipfully upon, and that Second street and Cherry 
might be inclined to get mixed up with the Ggpd 
Almighty they pray to at-high mass on Sundays. 
The 0’ Malley’s saloon is not a comfortable resort. 
It isn’t an establisnment in which an abie-bodiea 
respectable citizen would care to linger for many 
consecutive minutes. The aroma of stale beer ana 
the fumes of cheap cigars” assail_ the 
nostrils, while to the eve Sights are 
revealed that are not calculated to make a favor- 
able impression upon oa interested in the 
morals of the community. The family can from 
the classic quarters of Collins street makes fre- 
quent trips to the faucet of O’Malley’s beer keg, 
and the laboring man who is always complainin 
that he ts not getting enough money for his wor 
here spends dollars and dimes, that should go for 
bread, in procuring whisky that will soon leave 
him unable to do any work at all and put bimself 
his wife and his children in a gy gem that will 
compel them to go to the O’ Malley, if he is elected, 
and beg him to obtain for them the shelter of the 
Poor-house. Night and day this Kind of thing 
flourishes, profitably to Mr. O’ Malley, at the cor- 
ner of Broadway and Carr, and he’ smiles through 
it all with the charming serenity of a man who 
has heavy treasures laid up, both for the present, 
as far as this. sphere is concerned, and for the 
hereafter, at the front end of which the gates of 
Heaven and the gates of the future Fourth Ward 
are standing. As acandidate for office he com- 
bines all the qualifications that a first-class bum- 
mer requires before voting for him. He sells beer 
or whis y and may possibly give it away on elec- 
tion day. Heisas ignorant as the sun is bright, 
and knows no more about the business of making 
laws than a multe knows about the moon. He has 
been there before and has. done nothing but an- 
swer roll-call and vote wherever his interest lay. 
Heisa “frind av the b’ys,” and his idea of a city 
government that yg Seg should make as much 
out of it, by hook or by crook, as he can without 
leaving himself liable to the law. It is safe to bet

The officer, Mr. Viehle, succeeded 
so well in establishing Chris’ bad reputation that, 
the Board dismissed his case without prejudice.

The Knapps’ Subsidy Bill

MOBBING A VICAR. 


Scandalous Scenes, Fighting and Shout 
ing in an English Okerch. 
From the New York Herald. 


A disgraceful scene bas been witnessed in 
England at the Church of Holy Trinity, Bor- 
desicy. Some days ago the bishop of the 
diocese served Mr. Enraght with a formal 
inhibition from officiating at Holy Trinity, 
and the living was offered to and accepted b 
the Rev. H. Allan Watts, of Sunderiand. 
On Sunday morning the new vicar under- 
wert the introductory process of reading 
himselfin. There wasa great crowd in the 
churchyard, and the adjacent streets were 
filled with a noisy mob, while the church 
was crowded. Immediately thé vicar made 
his appearance in the vestry he was served 
with a _ protest by one of _ th 
ritualist church wardens, objecting to his 
presence on the ground that he 
was disposed to degrade the services and u 

set the regular machinery of the parish. On 
entering the church he was greeted witha 
storm of hisses and loud cries of ‘*Iraitor!” 
The members of the old choir took upa posi- 
tion at the end of the church and were _loud- 
est in the uproarious manifestations. When 
the vicar asce.ded the pulpit he was pale 
and agitated, and amid the Babel of sound 
his voice was scarcely audible. He began 
by saying that he hoped those members of 
his congregation who had attended the open- 
ing service with the object of creating a dis- 


@ 


turbance would become quiet aud peacaabie 
worshippers. Derisive laugiiter and unseem- 
ly shouts proceeded from various parts of 


the buiiding, and the supporters of the vicar 
were so enraged t at a collision between the 
two partivs seeined imminent, 

The Chief of Police, who was present with 
a force of men, pushed his way among the 
rival sections and eutreated thei: to observe 
something like decencyin a piace of worship. 
As the vicar proceeded his voice was drowned 
by fits of coughing and other concentrated 
interruptions, while some of the most sys- 
tematic disturbers evoked bursts of seed bu 
by shouting out a famitiar “gees of ‘gag’ 
from a local pantomime, which was followed 
by counter cries of “Shut up,” and “Go 
to——.” On finishing his formal task of 
reading himself in the vicar abruptly left 
the pulpit and the proceedings were 
brought to a termination. Lhe mub 
then rushed outside to join their com- 
panions in the churchyard, with the ap- 
parent object of mobbing the vicar. The 
police formed a compact phalanx to escort 
the clergyman to a place of safety.

Westminster Abbey Crumbling.

From the more detailed accounts of West- 
minster Abbey it appears that its present 
lamentable condition is largely due to official 
neglect. The soft aud porous stone has 
crumbled away until portions of the wails 
are hollowed out and the whole structure 
shows signs of disintegration. Inthe past 
much money has been spent in replacing one 
block or one mullen by another, but these 
repairs have been insufficient. The Abbe? 
has not received the close attention whic 
architect, Sir Gilbert Scott, | 
should have given. It appears 
that he seldom went near the 
place and never made any report upon its | 
condition. As the result of not undertaking | 
‘repairs in time it is now estimated that 
£24,000 will be needed for anything like an 
efficient restoration of the Abbey. If to this 
is added the ae fe present danger that 
“restorers” may inflict damage greater than 
that previously existing, it will be seen that 
this historic building fs in a sad extremity. 
It is to be hoped that the neglect of which 
Westminister Abbey has been the victim will 
be the means of directing inteiligent atten- 
tion to other English cathedrals. Chichester 
spire, afew years ago, was said to bein a 
dangerous condition, and within a few 
weeks we have heard that Peterborough 
tower was on the pointof failing, while Win- 
chester shows toa warked deyree the rav- 
ages of time. These cathedrals the world 
will not willingly let pass away.

The area within and about theruins of 
the Tuileries has now been entirely cleared 
of the mass of fallen debris with which it 
was encumbered, and the demolition of those 
parts of the buildings that still stand has 
been commenced during the past week. ‘The 
work can proceed but slowly, owing to the 
recautions that have to be taken to preserve 
rom injury those fragments ssessing any 
artistic or histurical value, The operations, 
which oacupy sixty skilled workm@h, have 
been started on the river fiont, ‘lhe central 
pavilion will be attacked in a day or two. 
According to the unanimous testimony 
of those engaged in the demolition, 
the palace is @ Marvel of delec- 
tive construction. The masonry, with 
the exception of the facing-stunes, consists 
of fillings only, and the interior, so generai- 
ly admired, is found to be only a common 
moulding affixed to the rough stones, instead 
of being carved from the solid biock, as 
every one supposed. It is rumored that an 
Angio-American Company has purchased 
the Pavillon d’Honneur as it stands, with 
the intention of removing and reerecting it 
in the Crystal Paiance Grounds at Syden- 
ham, while the torcheres (figures holding 
lamps) of the Salle des Mareciiaux have cer- 
tainly been bought by the Russian Govern- 
ment forthe St. Petersburg Museum.

Telegraphic dispatches announce that on 


Weanesday Judge H. C. McComas and wife were 
killed by Indians between Paschal and Lords- 
burg, New Mexico. Judge MeComas was well- 
known in St. Louis as a member of the law firm of 
McComas & McKeighan. He left St. Louis in 
1880 for the mining regions of New Mex- 
ico. where he had invested considerable 


sums of money. The manner of his death is thus 
statedin the dispatches: “Judge McComas on 
Wednesday telegraphed from Silver City, Col.. to 
friends at at Lordsburg that he «ould arrive 
there on Thursday night with his family. He 
started on Wednesday with a private conveyance 
from Silver Lake, aecompainied by his wife and 
child. On the way to Lordshu: « he was w ivlaid iy 
a band of hostile Apache Indians and he and his 
wife were murdered and seaiped. Their son was 
carried off into captivity by the ludians, 
The news of the Killing of Judge 
MeComas and his wife and the fate of their 
child has been fully confirmed by dispatches re- 
ceived by the relatives and friends of the decea+ed 
in this city and in Fort Scott, Kas.
